A BY-LAW 

To Define tho Width of Streets. 

Passed 12th October, 1887. 
Whereas. II Is expedient to dofine Uio width 
of si reels to be hereafter taken over and main- 
tained by the City of Victoria, therefore 

iik it rnactbd by the Council of tho corporation 
of the City of Victoria: 

I. "This by-law may be cited for all purposes 
as tho si reel width by-law, 1887." 

From and after the passage of tills by-law 
no st reet that shall bo of less width than sixty 
foot from tho lino fonco on cither side thereof 
shnl be accepted or maintained by the said 
city. 

:s. It shall iiol be lawful to devote any part 
of the city revenue in surveying, grading or 
graveling or in laying sidewalks along tho line 
of any street not already accepted or taken 
over hy a vole of this Council thai shall bo of 
loss width than sixty fool from tho line fence 
on either side thereof.

HOR8H WHISPERING. 

t is commonly believed that there nre 
undoubtedly mysterious influences by 
which an immediate ascendency is gained 
over the horse, independent of the pro- 
cess of teaching or tho promptings of af- 
fection. There was formerly living in l lie 
county of Cork a family who laid claim to 
the possession of a secret by which tlio 
wildest or must vicious liorse could be 
tallied. This secret is said to have been 
originally imparled by a Bohemian gipsy 
to the then head of the family, a century 
and a half ago, and to have been regularly 
transmitted, as a parting legacy at the 
time of death, from the father to the eld- 
est son. Possibly there may bo residing in 
county Cork a scion of the family slill 
practising, with more or less success, the 
nrl of "horse whispering;" but il is an in- 
disputable fact that, at the commence- 
ment of the present century, tho fume of 
Con Sullivan, the then head of the family, 
for miraculous cures of vicious In u ses, 
bail spread far and wide through Ireland. 
Among the many well-attoBted nceounta 
of the wonderful achievements of t'ott 
Sullivan, "the Whisperer," the services 
which he rendered to Colonel Westemti, 
who afterwards succeeded to the title 01 
Rossiuore, were the talk of tho whole 
country. Tho colonel had a splendid race- 
horse called Rainbow, and he was anxious 
to run him at the races on the Ourragh of 
Kihlare; but. the horse was so wild and 
vicious that his owner found he must give 
Up all thoughts of bringing him oul and 
running him. He would bile ev ery nim 
who went near him (like the prosoiil Lord 
Falmouth's brute, Muloy Edris, who 
"savaged" the late Fred Archer's arm), 
and it, was necessary to tie Up his heud 
when the groom who attended li'm wis 
With hilll. If a horse chanced tO bo near 
him, he was sure to bite him or liy to; 
and Urn legs of the jockey who attempted 
to motlllt him did not escape bin fangs. 
Lord Doneraile said he knew a person 
who oould cure him. The colonel could 
not believe him, and a wager of El, 000 
wub laid on t he unit tor. A messenger was 
dispulehod for Con Sullivan; who was 
known throughout I be country side us 
"lln* Whisperer," from the supposition 
that ho whispered Into the boi'Sd's ear, by 



which means he quieted such as were un- 
ruly. When he was told the statu of Col- 
onel Wostonra's horse, he desired to go 
into the stable to see him. "You must 
wait till his head is tied up," was said and 
repeated by those who were present. "No 
occasion," said Con; "he won't bite me. " 
So in he went, after peremptorily ordering 
no one to follow him till a given signal 
should imply that they had his permis- 
sion. Ho then shut the door for the un- 
enviable Utc-a-tete. In a little more than 
a qUarter of an hour the signal was heard. 
Thoso who had been waiting in alarm 
for the result rushed in. They found the 
horse extended on his back, playing like 
a kitten with "the Whisperer," who was 
quietly sitting by him, Both horse and 
operator seemed exhausted, particularly 
the latter, to whom it was necessary to 
administer brandy and other stimulants 
before he could be revived. The horse 
was perfectly lame and gentle from that 
day. In the spring of 1804, Mi, Whaley's 
Ring PIppiu Was brought out to run at 
the Ourragh of Kildare. He has' boon des- 
cribed as a horse of the most savage and 
vicious disposition; bo had a habit of Hy- 
ing at and worrying any person who came 
near him. When he could turn his head 
round, be would seize his rider's leg with 
his teeth and drag him from his back. 
The difficulty of managing such a liorse 
may be conceived, and on this occasion it 
was impossible to put a bridle on him. 
"The Whisperer" was now sent for. lie 
remained shut up in the stable all night. 
In the morning King Pippin was seen 
following him like a dog — lying down at 
the word of command, and permitting any 
person, without resistance, to put his 
hand into his mouth, while he stood I 
"gentle as a lamb. " He was brought out 
in the course of the meeting, was run, 
and won the race. The fame of "the 
Whisperer" bad now spread throughout 
the country, and his services were in ex- 
tensive demand. This extraordinary per- 
son has been noticed in many and various 
publications. Crofton Crokor speaks of 
liiui in his "Fairy Legends" as "an ig- 
norant ritslic of the lowest class, ' while 
he bears ample testimony to bis extraor- 
dinary powers. "1 once saw his skill," he 
says, "tried on on a horse which could 
never before be brought to stand for a 
suiilh to shoe him. The day after Sulli- 
van's lecture I went, not without some 
incredulity, t" tho smith's shop, with 
many other curious spectators, who were 
eye-witnesses of the complete success of 
bis art. This had been it troop-horse; it 
n as supposed that after regimental dis- 
cipline bad failed, no other could be found 
availing. I observed that the animal 
seemed terrified when Sullivan either 
spoke to him or looked at him." Were we 
to recount all the well-authenticated de- 
tails of the marvellous powers of "the 
Whisperer" we should far exceed our 
limits. There are hundreds of cases on 
record of persons — some, we believe, still 
living— who were witnesses of his marvel- 
•us powers, or who have benefited by 
them. How he obtained this wonderful 
command over the horse has never yet 
been ascertained. Some fancied that he 
poured sonic opiate into the ear of the 
animal, while others ascribe his success to 
magic. Crofton Croker observes that "he 
seemed to possess an intuitive power of 
inspiring awe; the result, perhaps, of nat- 
ural intrepidity, in which I believe a 
real part of his art consisted, though the 
ircunistances of the tete-a-tnte shows that, 
on particular occasions, something must 
have been added to it." The power of 
"the Whisperer" is glanced at in "Bar- 
row's liible in Spain," from which, too, it 
would appear, that he had taken some les- 
sons in his art. In "Lavengro, the Schol- 
ar," he enlarges oil the subject; and from 
what ho says it would appear that the 
cure of the animal is effected by a word. 
The smith of whom bespeaks, he tells us, 
"uttered a word which 1 had never beard 
before, in a sharp and pungent tone. The 
effect upon myself was something extra 
ordinary: a strange thrill ran through me, 
bill with regard to the cob it whs terrible. 
The animal forthwith became like one 
mad, and roared and kicked with the-ut- 
niost desperation. Ho afterwards uttered 
another word in u voice singularly modi- 
lied, lull sweet and almost plaintive. The 
ell'ecl of it was instantaneous as that of 
tho other, but was different; the animal 
lost all ils fury, and became at onco calm 
and gentle.'' This extraordinary power, 
hitherto so inexplicable, may now, per- 
haps, be traced to mesmerism— by such 
as believe in it. Dr. Esdaile, in his 
"Natural and Mesmeric Clairvoyance," 
i j notes a remarkable passage from CatHn's 
account of tho North American Indians, 
observing that "it appears that they 
know the soothing effects of mesmerism 
upon billies, and turn it to practical pur- 
pose." In describing the capture of buffa- 
lo calves after the death of their mothers, 
ho says; "I have often, in concurrence 
with a known custom of tho country, held 
my bands ov er the eyes of a calf and 
breathed a few strong breaths into his 
nostrils; after which I have, with mj 
bunting companions, rode several miles 
into our encampment with the little pris- 
oner busily following the heels of my 
horse the whole way as closely and as af- 
feclionally as ils instincts would attach it 
to the company of its dam." In describ- 
ing the capture of wild horses by the las- 
so, ho also says; "The hunter gradually 
advances, until be is able to place his 
band on. the animal's nose and over his 
eyes, and at length to breathe into its 
nostrils, when it becomes docile and con- 
nuored, so that ho has little else to do 
t ban to remove the hopples from its feet 
and lead or ride it into camp." No doubt 
this attractive powor has often been em- 
ployed by those who have stolen cattle. 
Il is said t-i be practised in Hindustan in 
luring away children. There are rumours 
all over that country of persons compelled 
by charms to follow others. "It has been 
discovered," sttjsa Malacca journal, "that 
there exists a gang of ohild-stealers. A 
person, when walking in the suburbs of 
Canton, recognized a child of his em- 
ployer who had lately suddenly disappear- 
ed from Calcutta. The child did not know 
him, but appeared stupid. When brought 
home the stupefying charms could only 
be dissipated by the priests of Buddha 
who wore probably well acquainted 
with the means by which the child had 
been stllpified, .uul doubtless knew the 
corrective or antidote. Ur. Ksdnilo saw a 
buy in India of about, ten years old, who 
had been found two miles from his home 

following a man and appearing in a Btupi- 
lied slate. When he came to his recollec- 
tion ho told that, when in a Held by his 
father's house, a man whom he had never 
seen before came up to him, took him by 
the hand, and began to mutter charms 
over him: very soon after the man passed 
his bands across his eyes, and thereupon 
llO lost his senses and felt compelled lo 
follow him. That one person can compel 
oilier persons to follow and obey him, by 
the exercise of some occult power, is an 
article of belief all over the oast, — St. 
,Tamd Ousette.

Bismarck's capacity to appreciate tho ad- 
vantages of an alliance between Germany 
and Italy, and the latter country, out of 
gratitude for past benefits and expectation 
of future support in possible difficulties, 
bus every reason to cling closely to her 
Teutonic neighbor. The interview of the 
German chancellor and Signer Orispi, and 
subsequent renewal of the triple alliance, 
are referred to by the highest authority as 
no guarantee of peace, but are generally 
considered as a menace to France, and it 
is certain that the latter nation looks upon 
it as such. Italy can thank Germany for 
the restoration of Rome and Venice, while 
she cannot forget that for more than a 
score of years her national capital was 
kept from her by a French garrison. The 
common people of Italy have a fear of the 
French and an aversion to them which 
they do not hesitate to manifest whenever 
they have an opportunity. The rein- 
forcement of garrisons in the south of 
trance is emphatic evidence of what Gal- 
lic statesmen think of the Freiderich con- 
ference and its results, and what confi- 
dence they place in the statement that the 
alliance was conceived and consummated 
in the interests of peace. Twelve battal- 
ions of chasseurs and two regiments of 
mountain artillery, as recently demanded 
of the French chamber by the minister of 
war to insure the defense of the Alps, 
further demonstrates that officially the 
opinion of a possible condition of aflairs 
on the frontier. Nor has Italy been idle 
on her side of the border. The utmost 
care litis been taken to prevent any in- 
spection of the works that are to lie erect- 
ed near the French line, and the visible 
ones at Clevare, their nearest point to 
Briancou, the French Alpine stronghold 
and the key to the passes of Mounts Cenis 
and St. Bernard and the Simplon, do not 
exercise the French minds so much as the 
excavations erected night and day under 
the road on the Italian side of I he descent 
of Mount ( ieniovive.

We are also given to understand that the 
Dominion government will at onco es- 
tablish an immigration agency at Van- 
couver. 



A GRAIN BLOCKADE. 

The Manitoba Free Press draws a dis 
ma) picture of affairs in that province and 
the Northwest. The yield of grain is so 
great that tho facilities of tho C. P. Rail- 
way Co. prove inadequate to move it and 
there is a general outcry all along tho 
lino against the insufficiency of the com- 
pany's rolling resources. The crop for 
export is estimated to exceed 14,000,000 
bushels of grain. To move this immense 
surplus, (to say nothing of tho local t rade, 
oxports of cattle, horses and dairy pro- 
duce) 20,000 ears averaging 700 bushels 
would bo required. The company do not 
control a tithe of that number and wheat 
has fallen three cents a bushel already 
because the farmer cannot realize on a 
crop that can neither be warehoused nor 
shipped. Last year, when the surplus 
only reached 4,000,0110 bushels there were 
serious blockades; and the company ac- 
knowledge that they will not bo able to 
handle the present ampins. The Free 
Press concludes an article on the state of 
affairs as follows; 

If any further argument .against mo- 
nopoly were needed, it is certainly fur- 
nished by those facts. There is altogether 
too lunch work for one road to overtake, 
and there is plenty for several more. The 
insatiable greed of the monopoly threat- 
ens the settlors with serious injury, how 
serious we do not know. Nature has 
given us everything in marvelous abund- 
ance, and if loss and cruel disappoint- 
ment is to take the place of prosperity 
and thankfulness with many settlors this 
year, the unjust action of tho Dominion 
in disallowing our charters is alone to 
blame. 



The National Association for the pi 
motion of, Technical Education have just 
issued their first set of papers. The objeel 
of this body is to introduce iuto primary 
schools the teaching of the hand and eye 
by improved instruction in thawing, in 
the elements of science, and the elemen- 
tary use of tools; to make the young, in 
short, practical workers as Well as mere 
scholars. The advocates of the reform 
are numerous, and not a whit discouraged 
by the fate of the Technical instruction 
Hill which was destined to be shelved 
along with many other measures. They 
number among them some of the most 
influential persons in the land: their or- 
ganization is being rapidly strengthened 
and extended, and they evidently mean 
to carry their point. 



Next year the United States will have 
to go through the trying experience of an- 
other presidential election. Already tho 
various parties are haul at, work getting 
ready for the biggest political light that 
any of them have ever taken part in. The 
situation is so perplexing and full of un- 
solved proplema that the most confident 
political weather prophets hesitate and 
feel unable to say which way the wind of 
victory will blow in the autumn of 1888- 
The number of parties in the Held was 
never so great.

Homy George 
will probably head a ticket supported by 
one wing of labor organizations, while the 
socialists propose putting up a candidate 
who will light under the red Mag. Of 
course tho prohibitionists will be in the 
field, and there is talk of several new 
parties, No one can say how many voles 
fiese irregulars will bo able to scon;, m 
whether the largest* number will conic 
from tho Republican or Democratic ranks. 
From tho standpoint, of an outsider, it 
seems that in spite of all this c implexily 
there is alill one mmi in the country who 
would cirtainly secure a majority of the 
electoral college, If this statesman ran 
bo induced to accept a second term there 
is no reason why President Cleveland 
should not be his own successor.

The salvation army triumphs, thanks to Recor- 
der Dorry. II is now decided that Hie salvation 
army has alone tho right to parade the streets, 
losing and to creato every possible nuisance. 
This collection of worthless strangers aro under 
the high protection of the authorities, and 
iliere is nothing loft for us bin sul nnission. .So 
much the worse for common sonsoand civiliza- 
tion. 

A journal which laments tho loss of the 
privilege of stoning a number of women 
is a suitable organ for the party which 
organized to avenge the execution of Louis 
Riol and to make his apologist the premier 
of Canada. They are a tine lot of men 



which our neighbors have displayed 
on many an occasion; and which ho la- 
mentably ftdled us during tho last war — 
namely, taking tho initiative, winch 
means decision. Theories and speculative 
and learned calculations aro till very well, 
but they come to very little in action, in 
modern warfare we need something be- 
sides rules and equations. We must take 
the human factor into account. You may 
have the most perfect armament in the 
world, the very best methods of attack, 
the most admirable strategic plans; all 
that is no good if you cannot bring the 
private soldier up to tho scratch, and if 
you have it not in you to make tho com- 
mon soldier, whether he carry a sabre or 
a rifle, bring all his manhood to bear 
in tho struggle. Well, you can only do 
that by constant contact with tho private 
soldier. It is by inspiring the rank and 
file with thorough confidence, by giving 
them the example of coolness under lire, 
and not by speculative and scientific theo- 
ries, that officers lit themselves to war. 
It is thus that the qualities of the soldier 
have to be acquired, and those qualities 
wo need more than ever at the present 
day. Gontleinon, it would boa folly to 
believe, it would bo a crime to say, that 
the time has come when Europe can 
afford to think of disarmament. Those 
who advocate that simply argue that 
peace at any price is what our country 
wants. Our enemies, who appreciate us 
better than we do ourselves, will never 
believe that. Therefore, let its continue 
to work hard and prepare. Cesl /»'»,• In 
France."

A "Yorkahireman" sends to the Stand- 
ard the fallowing description oftliep-Mna 
<>l arrow throwing: The Yorkshire "arrow 
throwing" consists ia throwing an arrow 
the groat ?st distance, and not in aiming; 
at a mark, the ground from the stand- 
point being measured out into (ipaceu, 
each twenty yards iipurt radiating from 
the centre or stand point, and winch are 
generally marked by huihII branches or 
twigs stuck into the ground, and called 
".scores," the one throwing the most 
scores winning the match, say out of 
about thirty or forty throws. The "arrow" 
is not a javelin or assegai, but very 
similar to tha arrow used in modern 
Hrchery, though without any feathers at 
the base or metal at the point. It is 
generally made of light, soft wood, vary- 
ing in length from two to three feet, ac- 
cording to the fancy of the thrower. It 
is rather thicker at the point than the 
base, and sometimes is made of two kind* 
u! wood, box being used for the p.dnt and 
Willow lor the base. The method ol 
throwing is as follows: The "thrower" 
takes a stout piece of whipcord about a 
yard and-a-half in length, a knot being 
tied at one end so as to form a "button,'* 
round which the cord is "hitched," after 
having been passed round the base end 
Ol the arrow, anil a few inches from that 
end, the cord is then brought down to 
the point, which the thrower holds in hia 
hand, the cord being perfectly tight and 
parallel to the arrow to prevent itslm- 
plng from the "button," or knot, at tlie 
base until it is released in the act of 
t blowing. The "thrower" then passes 
the remainder of the cord round li s 
band, in order to insure a better grip, and 
taking a run of several yards, asa bowler 
docs at cricket, throws the arrow with a 
jerk, overhand, as one would throw ab'dl 
or stone, the cord slipping from the arrow 
and over the knot as soon as the noees- 
Bary impetus is given. A really expert 
'•thrower" will generally throw in a 
match at least from u ue to eleven 
"* oie," -/. e„ 180 to '.'20 yards every 
throw, his best efforts reaching us high 
as thirteen or fourteen "score."— St. 
James Gazelle.

I will describe two funerals, says a 
correspondent of the London Referee, 
that I witnessed in one dav at the great 
cemetery at Seville. Four little bare- 
footed boys arrive at the cemetery gates. 
Between them they carry a little blue 
and white collln. They joj; along, chat- 
ting and laughing, un the long avenue of 
treeB. Presently they see something 
which attracts their attention— a bird in 
a tree. Down they drop the coffin by 
the roadside, and oil' they scamper across 
the grass to the tree. They pick up 
stones and begin to throw at the bird, in 
the process they quarrel about .some- 
thing, and two of the boys have a fight. 

In the meantime the coffin lies in the 
roadway. 1 walk: up to it, and through 
the glass set into the lid I see the dea l 
child's face. It had been dead perhaps 
12 hours, so the features are unchanged, 
and it appears to be calmly sleeping. 
■Several people pass me ; no one taken any 
notice of the coffin on the road. One old 
gentleman nearly tumbles over it and 
swears, ft is evidently nothing unusual, 

Presently these ragged boys have ar- 
ranged their little differences, return and 
nick up the colliu. Two of them have 
lighted cigarettes. They carry their bur- 
den right across the cemetery to a little 
house, where two or three men with 
brass numbers on their < aps are smoking 
cigarettes. Here they show a pap t. and 
one of the men, picking up a spade, tells 
the boys to follow him. Off they go, 
jogging the coffin now this way now that, 
and I follow them. 

We come to a long line of brick vaults. 
Pome are empty ; some aro filled up to 
the top with what I presume to be mold. 
The grave digger turns over the loose 
earth with his spade, and strikes a coffin 
here anil there. It is too full. He moves 
on to another bricked square, pushes bis 
spade in, and says there is just room. 
He digs a little hole and lays the cotlin 
flush with the top of the brick work. 
Then he throws a few spadefuls of earth 
from a mound close by, and tho ceremony 
is over. There are thousands of these 
bricked squares in the cemetery and each 
contains a score of eollins. There is no 
stone over the top, only the loose brown 
earth. Some of them are so full Ihn'l the 
earth has to be piled up to cover tha 
cofflu and thus the cotlin is actually 
above ground. 

The next funeral arrived ti* 1 was leav- 
ing the cemetery. A car, driven by a 
man smoking a cigarette, came up. It 
was followed by a cab, from which 
alighted an old gentleman, also smoking 
a cigarette. The car pulled up at the 
gate of the "depository," a little house in 
the grounds arranged for the reception of 
the people who have died too late to be 
buried that day. The guardian of ths 
house, cigarette in mouth. Sings open the 
doors, speaks to the gentleman, an I then 
calls some one to come. A iniin with a 
cigarette in his mouth now approaches. 
He and the car-driver lift out the colfin 
and carry it into the house and lay it on 
the trestles. They then light a candle at 
the head and foot, and come out and 
shut the door. 

On drives the car, the man lighting 
another cigarette, and I he gentleman to 
whom the corpse belongs strolls across 
the cemetery with the grave-digg. r to 
choose "bis place." The grave-. ligger 
turns up a little earth in one brick square 
and then in another. "Too full," says 
the gentleman, pulling his cigarette. He 
goes from square to square and pokes at 
the loose eaith with his cane. At last be 
settles on a square which is only half 
full. "That will do," ho says, and I ben 
he returns to his cab and drives away.

In fact, li 
tion to the task of making Ins 
amenable to order, to render thei 
to the State, and to carry Ins glorj, to Uiu 
highest point it could reach, was infinite; 
nor did it require less perseV ran i to 
draw his nobility from the ituliff fence 
unworthy ol in n in which th y were 
sunk, and to render them lit to a u ve in 
his armier on land and see. mi which 
they had untiljquitfl recently an ms per- 
able objection. The knowledge winch 
the Czar acquired in the foreign eouni r es 
through which he travelled was turned

Nunaluio Muter Work*. 

The Nanaimo Water Works Company 
have decided to erect' a second dam. The 
Nanaimo Five PrtSf says that tho direc- 
tors, finding that the construction 61 a 
second dam next summer would cause the 
water to be shut oil' for a mouth at least 
during tho dry season, have wisoly de- 
cided to push the work to completion vhis 
fall. Tho second dam will lie a short dis- 
tance "up stream" from tho dam now 
nearly completed. The second dam will 
form a reservoir at least twice as large as 
tho ono formed by the first dam, and 
thus retain a sutlicient supply of water to 
carry over the summer months, The work 
on the second dam was actively commenc- 
ed cm Monday morning and will he prose- 
cuted with the utmost vigor t<> comple- 
tion. Iii tho moan time the work of lay- 
ing the mains and service pipes through- 
out the city will be vigorously carried on, 
so that as soon as the second dam is com- 
pleted the company will he prepared to 
supply water to consumers. It, will be 
near Christmas before the water can be 
turned into t he city.
